it may be of Grace, That the Works the Apoſtle means, he 
calls rhe Works of the Law, is alſo undenyable; but what we 
are to underſtand by the Works of the Law, is under con- 
fideration. There is one Text which the Apoſtle hath, may - 
confirm us. The Law ( ſays he) is not of Faith; and What 
is that? Why it is this; Faith performs not the Law, Be- 
lieving alone is ſhort of the performance of it, the Law re- 
quiring all things to be done to Live thereby ; ſo that if we 
be juſtified by Faith, we are juſtified without performing 
the Law ; and the performing the whole Law, is the Works 
of "the Law, without which, the Apoſtle fays, we are julti- 
fied. This is the certain meaning. And it is in this mean- 
ing, that Grace and Works are inconliftent.. {if of Works, that 
is ſuch Works, then not of Grace; becauſe, ſuch Works would 
juſtify, and -make the Reward, of debt ( ſo the Apoſtle - 
reckons, if any cavil ): And if of Grace, then wot of Works, 
that is, I fay ſuch Works, perfe& Works, full performance, 
ſeeing the godly Man's Faith, and inchoate Obedience which 
15 imperfect, .are through Chriſt accepted, and that of Grace 
beyond queſtion. It muſt be the perte& performance of the 
Law, 1 fay therefore, that the Apoſtle means when he ſays - 

without Works; and this appears irrefragably by his inſtance 
in Abraham. Abraham was a Man that not only Believed 
God, bur Obeyed God in a ſingular manner, and yer he was 
juſtified by Faith without Works; and how could it be with- 
out Works, if this was not the meaning ; to wit, without zke 
Works of the Law; in the full and perfect performance of it? 
Thus St. Fames, and St. Paul are clearly reconciled ; St. Fames 
ſays, Abraham was juſtified by Offering his Son, by _— or 
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Warks alſo; and: yet St, Pouk lays without Works; and what 
is that, but that Abraham had Works, and' excellent Works, 
yet not perfeA Works, he. was without that perfeCt perfor- 
mance which the Law requires to Juſtificatian by it. And 
here, if the Dr will call to mind that Queſtion canvaſed be- 
fore, haw Juſtification is free, and Salvation of, Grace, yet
